Governor Reaffirms Tuition 
Stand to Student Presidents

Governor Ronald Reagan has 
told the student body presidents 
of the California State Colleges 
that he still supports tuition, is 
opposed to the 18-year-old vote 
and is opposed to student par- 
ticipation in system-wide deci- 
sion making. 

On Friday the Governor met 
with the presidents for an hour 
in the State Capitol behind closed 
doors. The presidents were in 
Sacramento to attend this year’s 
third quarterly California State 
College Student Presidents As- 
sociation conference on the SSC 
campus. 

The student leaders exhibited 
mixed reaction to the Governor’s 
comments. ‘‘On the whole,’”’ said 
Gary Townsend, student presi- 
dent at Los Angeles State College, 
“the majority of us disagreec 
with him and disagreed strong- 

o”” 

While not going into detail, 
the Governor reaffirmed his tui- 
tion stand, and, according to 


Townsend, said he didn’t like the 
millionaire son going to college 
for free. 

The CSLA president went on 
to say that Governor felt he could 
not pursue tuition in the state 
colleges if he could not get it 
through the University system 
first. 

But Townsend disagreed with 
the Governor’s basic contention 
— that most of the students could 
go to work to put themselves 
through college. “Over 70 per 
cent of the students on our cam- 
pus work 30 hours per week 
to put themselves through. Some- 
thing like 52 per cent (work en- 
tirely) to put themselves through 
school.”’ 

Reagan also indicated he would 
not support the 18-year-old vote, 
and he challenged the student 
leaders to prove student involve- 
ment in community affairs. The 
Governor, according to Sacra- 
mento State College president 
Jan Eakes, asked the presidents 
to provide a million man hours of 
work per year in the community. 

«We've got well over a million 


already,” said Eakes. 

The Governor, on another 
matter said he felt that students 
should be consulted but not take 
an active part in decisions which 
affect the entire State College 
system. 

Eakes quoted the Governor 
as saying, ‘‘! do not believe that 
those who have the authority, 
should relinquish that authority 
to students.”’ 

The student presidents, for 
the most part, felt the Governor 
was rather evasive in his com- 
ments, ‘‘He’s extremely articu- 
late,’”’ commented Townsend. 
“But he took a father-son atti- 
tude toward us. We didn’t want 
a lecture, we wanted answers to 
questions.’’ 

“He gave us a lecture on gov- 
ernment,’ added Eakes. 

George St. Johns, president 
of CSCSPA from San Fernando 
Valley State, felt that the Gov- 
ernor ‘represented himself 
rather candidly."’ ‘‘I thought he 
was being as honest as his frame

education is not to be destroyed. 

This was the message of State 
College Chancellor Glenn S. 
Dumke as he informally answered 
the questions of State College 
student leaders in a meeting at 
Westbridge Dining Hall Saturday 
night. His appearance was part 
of last weekends California State 
College Student President’s As- 
sociation meeting on the SSC 
campus. The session was closed 
to the press. 

According to AS President Jan 
Eakes, present at the gathering, 
Dumke repeatedly returned to the 
theme that academic freedom isa 
privilege given to the academic 
community in their role as scho 
lars, The moment it appears to 
the general public that the scho- 
lars of the academic community 
are becoming partisan, the people 
will attempt to censure the stu- 
dents or initiate some controls 
against them. 

Eakes said that the Chancellor 
emphasised that students, like 
professurs, must separate their 
role as students from their res- 
ponsibilities as citizens, so that 
the situation does not arise where 
students are using the campus as 
a ‘‘staging area” for political 
activism. 

According to Eakes report, 
Dumke said only about one per 
cent of the Stave College Students 
are misusing the campus, while 
the rest of the students and fac- 
ulty are ‘‘operating very proper-

Book

For once, I agree with the 
blurb the advertisers decided 
to put on the cover of a book. 
John Sack’s powerfully written 
documentary “M”, is “abso- 
lutely the best book to come out 
of Vietnam.” At least, it is ab- 
solutely the best I have read. 
It is as good as Bernard Fall’s 
staff and more lyrical and if 
you want a blunter comparison 
at least the cube of eighty times 
better than Robin Moore’ s nause- 
ating abortion, ‘‘The Green 
Berets.”’ 


**M’’, adocumentary original- 
ly published full-length in a 
recent issue of ‘‘Esquire,’’ is 
the story of M Company, Ist 
Advanced Infantry Training Bri- 
gade, from training at Fort Dix, 
New Jersey to the muck of Viet- 
nam. Through an intricate tapes- 
try of vignettes woven around 
the central character, one Pri- 
vate Varoujan Demirigan, Sack 
traces the gradual brutalization 
of his protagonist by breathtaking 
pace, is horrifying and shock- 
ingly photugraphic. 


‘The book’s stunning effect is 
achieved almost entirely by 
Sack’s powerful narrative style: 
an unstoppable torrent of words 
that deluge the reader with al- 
most tangible sensations of 
combat, training, and Army life. 
It is almost as if you are there 
with Demirigan, maverick Yos- 
sarian of a nuclear Army as he 
fights sergeants, the Establish- 
ment and ultimately the Viet 
Cong. It is palitable his in- 
dividuality slips away in Viet- 
nam, for this Yossarian never 
cops out in the manner of Heiler’s 
and instead makes his stand — 
only to be submerged in hatred. 


Demirigan has allergorical 
value, too. Descended from im- 
migrant stock, middle-class, 
disrespectful of established au- 
thority, he is perhaps a symbol 
of the effect of Vietnam on a 
whole generation of American 
youth — even on the whole of 
the Amercian ethos, At the book’s 
beginning, Demirigan is anaver- 
age 'ncommitted American boy: 
he doesn’t hate the Viet Cong, 
doesn’t particularly care where 
Vietnam is and wants only to get 
through his enforced hitch in the 
Army with as little sweat as 
possible. He guards his individ- 
uality fiercely, but by the climax 


after six months i 
Vietnam, he has lost a." 


He is tough, hardened, and indis- 
tinguishable. He not only hates 
Viet Cong, but all Vietnamese. 
“‘P'd like to burn the whole country 
down and start over again with 
Americans,” is his last thought 
as Sack draws the curtain on the 
microcosm he has created. The 
micorcosm is all the more terri- 
fying because it is true.

The Exploitation 
of the Farmworker 


After several years of care- 
ful preparation, the United Farm 
Workers Organizing Committee 
(UFWOC) campaign to organize 
the Schenley and DeGiorgio vine- 
yeards made headway. They ob- 
tained a collective bargaining 
election and became part of the 
AFL-CIO, This was the first 
time in this country that farm 
workers had gained this basic 
right of all workers. 

Under the leadership of Cesar 
Chavez, the Mexican-American 
grape pickers created a move- 
ment as well as a union. Said 
Chavez, ‘‘Our only goal is to 
end the suffering and pain of 
the farmworker’s life’. 

Last Aug. 3, about 850 of 
the 1050 field workers walked 
off the job and challenged Gui- 
marra Vineyards Co., the lar- 
gest grower of table grapes in 
California, to give them the right 
to a collective bargaining con- 
tract, The farmworkers now face 
one of the toughest battles of the 
Delano grape strike. Employees 
covered by the National Labor 
Relations Act can force company 
recognition by a two-thirds ma- 
jority. But the act doesn’t cover 
farm workers, so UFWOC must 
use boycotts and picketing to 
pressure growers. 


Why is this one of the tough- 
est battles? Because all the 
Delano area growers are co- 
operating with Giumarra against 
the Union, Giumarra gota strike- 
breaking injunction and brought in 
hundreds of workers from Mexi- 
co, and, even more seriously, 
the company was able to dodge 
a boycott by using the labels of 
50 other struck growers thus con- 
fusing potential supports who had 
had no trouble recognizing Schen- 
ley products, At that point, the 
selective boycott strategy no 
longer worked. So the Union’s 
only choice now is to cali on 
Americans not to buy any Cali- 
fornia table grapes. 

The Giumarra Corporations, 
feeling the effects of the picket 
line in Delano, and the intensive 
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boycott activity in New York, 
have renewed their attacks 
against the UFWOC, This has 
taken the form of physical vio- 
lence and the beating of strike 
members, the open display of 
guns by Giumarra foremen and a 
massive legal attack against the 
Union, They seem to be planning 
wholesale arrests of the strikers, 
including Cesar Chavez and the 
other officers, not on specific 
criminal charges, but on ‘‘con- 
tempt of court”’ citations for vio- 
lating the extremely restrictive 
injunction which Giumarra ob- 
tained last summer, The strikers 
face jail sentences and heavy 
fines, 

Because of tnese new attacks, 
the UFWOC urges that you boycott 
all table grapes, The Student 
Action Committee to Aid Farm- 
workers is planning an organized 
picket and boycott in the Sac- 
ramento area. In addition, you can 
write to Joseph and Sal Guimarra, 
Box 1969, Bakersfield, Cali- 
fornia, and demand that he give 
his workers the basic rights 
which all workers are entitled

The Governor also indicated 
a willingness to meet with the 
CSCSPA again in the future. “It 
sounded to me like a commit- 
ment,’’ said St. Johns. 

Townsend seemed to sum up 
the feelings of most of the dele- 
gates who wandered out of the 
session, ‘‘He’s beginning to see 
the overall picwre concerning 
higher education. But he’s got a 
long, long way to go.”’ 
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Rodda Discusses California Finances Saguy Gives Israeli 
State College Leaders 


The rising costs of State gov- 
ernment and the budget cuts pro- 
posed by Governor Reagan were 
discussed last Friday night by 
State Senator Albert Rodda (D- 
Sacramento), opening speaker of 
the California State College Stu- 
dent President’s Association 
Meeting held on the SSC campus. 

Addressing a group of student 
presidents and other student 
leaders from the 18 State Col- 
lege campuses at the Sacramento 
Inn, Rodda stressed that infla- 
tion, the population increase-- 
especially the increase inthe stu- 
dent population—and the need 
for new welfare, medical and 
education programs necessitate 
the rise in the cost of govern- 
ment during the Brown Adminis- 
tration 


But as Rodda pointed out, re- 
venues do not increase propor~ 
tionally to new programs, This 
fact, together with the lack of a 
good tax bill providing sufficient 
monies for needed programs, has 
resulted in the current use of 
reserves and in ‘‘tricky finan- 
cing,”’ according to the Senator. 

The use of cash instead of 
bonds for State building projects 
has also been necessary, Rodda 
added. 

Governor Reagan’s economy 
cuts in education, mental health, 
and the proposal of tuition have 
been another unfortunate conse- 
quence of the lack of increased 
revenue to provide for all pro- 
grams, Rodda pointed out. 

The social problem involved 
here is that a high level of spen- 
ding of discretionary income 


means a society that cannot af- 
ford education, Self discipline is 
needed, and an ‘‘Administration 
that is willing to lay the cards 
on the table,’’ according to the 
Senator. 

Rodda further asserted that 
students must also play a role 
in improving the level of their 
educational institutions and their 
society. The way to initiate 
change, he reminded his youth- 
ful audience, is not by walking 
around carrying a flower and 
talking love. 


Rodda, chairman of the 
Senate’s Education Committee, 
went on to imply that California’s 
educational system is going 
downhill, an unfortunate fact that 
is working to the advantage of 
Eastern States. It allows them to 
pick the brains” of Caiifornia 
since our State is losing its 
‘drawing power’’ for professors 
due to cut becks in monies for 
research and faculty. 


Rodds noted that there is no- 
thing in the State statutes which 
would prevent the UC Regents 
from levying a $1,000 annual 
tuition, Such an action would ul- 
timately lead to the State Col- 
leges having to follow suit, crea- 
ting great economic stress for 
students of the State Colleges. 

Rodda did express hope for 
the idea of program budgeting, 
which would revise the current 
system of line item budgeting. 
This bulk budget system, already 
used by UC, would allow for 
greater flexibility in preparation 
of the State College Budget. 


College Survey Describes 
California as ‘Desperate’ 


“Desperate” is the term used 
to describe the state college fa- 
culty situation in a recent report 
of a survey suggested by Chan- 
cellor Glenn S, Dumke and re- 
quested by the SSC Academic 
Senate. 

The report was compiled by 
James O, Haehn, assistant pro- 
fessor of sociology at Chico 
State College. It was based on 
his study of data gathered from 
various faculty members and de- 
partment heads on the 18 state 
college campuses, He also con- 
ducted personal-interviews on 11 
of the campuses, 

Innappropriate salaries, lack 
of professor research oppor- 
tunity and a much too heavy 
teaching load are some of the 
“archaic” conditions found by 
Haehn, 

Haehn also cited a new prob- 
lem: ‘‘The political position of 
the state administration.’’ He 
was also told that some graduate 
schools advise Ph,D.’s to avoid 
some employment opportunities 
in the California school system. 

Other problems include lack 
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of funds for out-of-state recruit- 
ing, a limited number of jobs 
for senior professors, Cali- 
fornia’s late hiring cycle and the 
massive size of the California 
system. 


Hiring ability varies among 
the different fieids involved, To 
cite an example, English and 
Political Science are in a much 
better position for hiring than 
engineering and business 


According to Haehn, urban 
problems such as smog, traffic, 
and public safety have hindered 
recruitment of new professors. 
As a result of thishe stated ‘‘The 
intermediate-size, urban but 
non-metropolitan school, suchas 
Fresno State or Sacramento 
State is the one that’s in the best 
shape in the system.”’ 


The Academic Senate pians to 
distribute Haehn’s _ findings 
widely in the hopes of gaining 
legislative and other support for 
budget increases which would 
make the state colleges more 
apoealing to new professors. 




















Turning to other contro- 
versies affecting State College 
students, Rodda predicted the 
death of the bill to change the 
name of the State Colleges to 
State Universities, because the 
same legislators who killed the 
measure in the last legislative 
session are still in office, The 
Senator accused the legislature of 
veing afraid to approve the name 
change bill because of the struc- 
tural changes which would be 
likely to occur. They do not think 
California can afford two Univer- 
sity systems, according to Rodda.

This short, but poignant state- 
ment by Albert Ellis, noted psy- 
choterapist and ‘‘sexual scien- 
tist’’ was directed at those who 
condemn todays sexual! behavior. 

at a press confer- 
ence at the El] Mirador Hotel, 
Ellis went on to say that those 
who condemn sex are actually 
congemning themselves for not 
leading a full sexual life. 

with Ellis were An- 
son Mount, religious editor of 
**Playboy’” Magazine, James 
Elias of the Institute for Sex 
Research and Norman Corwin, 
Hollywood writer, producer and

after pericd in which there are 
times of political turbulence and 
‘‘generation gaps,’’ yet the basic 
principles of what a university 
should stand for remain about the 
same. 


Eakes related that Dumke 
made it clear he was standing 
up for the right of the college 
of university to confront, study, 
and deal with any subject what- 
ever within the framework of the 
goals of higher education. 


According to the Chancellor 
these goals are: 

() to preserve what is best 
in the culture 

(2) to study and analyze in 
a scholarly fashion the changes 
which seem to be advisable and 
to present these changes for 
society’s approval. 


in deciding what is worth pre- 
serving in the culture, subjec- 
tive, qualitative judgments must 
be made, These are essentially 
the judgments of the culture based 
on a historical perspective, ac- 
cording to the Chancellor. 


In discussing whether the 
college or university had the right 
to punish students for infractions 
of the law made off-campus, 
Eakes said that Dumke reminded 
the group of the foremost im- 
portance of the atmosphere of the 
University itself. You. do not want 
a campus of ‘‘creeps and law- 
breakers,’’ Dumke said. 


To tms comment Ca! State 
L.A, President Gary Townsend 
pointed out that when more than 
20 per cent of students smoke 
marijuana, when more than 75 per 
cemt under 2! drink liquor, and 
when many break the State’s 
' sex laws, by society’s standards 
the campuses already harbor 
many ‘‘creeps and lawbreak- 
ers,”’ 


Dumke is also reported by 
Eakes to have said that in our 
society ‘‘there is no excuse for 
law-breaking — absolutely 
none,’’ because we have every 
possible human and moral safe- 
guard to change bad laws, His- 
tory, Dumke added, proves that 
bad laws are changed. 


Turning to the tuition ques- 
tion, Dumke is reported to have 
said that the burden of proof in 
favor of tuition rests on those 
who wish to change the system, 
He pointed out that the low cost 
higher education has beena prime 
factor in the State’s development. 


In connection with tuition, 
Dumke pointed out chat the State 
has been increasing its commit- 
ments without proportionally in- 
creasing revenue, At the same 
time the national economy is in 
itis most precarious position 
sine 1928, the Chancellor added,

that those who object the most 
to the moral revolution may be 
condemning pleasures they can 
no longer enjoy. 

All of the “sexperts’’ agreed 
that there was no real sex revo- 
lution taking place, but rather 
a shift in attitudes and in the 
quality of relationships. 

‘The most important single 
factor about this younger genera- 
tion in regard to sexual contuct. 
is that they don’t feel guilty 
about going to bed with soeme- 
body even though they may feel 
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guilty about not. going to bed with 
somebody,’’ said Mount. ‘‘The 
female of today is less worried 
about being a non-virgin when 
she weds than the female of 5 
or 10 years ago.” 

Elias stated that this lack of 
guilt may be the reason ‘‘today’s 
female is doing it more frequent- 
ly and having more fun.’’ 

When asked about the contri- 
butions that television and the 
movies have niade towards the 
“sexual revolution’ Corwin 
answered that films have always 
reflected the social mores oj 
the times. 

“Today’s higher incidence oi 
nudity and use of frank language 
are two examples of today’s at- 
titudes towards sex,’’ he said. 


‘The film “‘Guess Who’ 

to Dinner,”’ eee Ee has Eo nomi- 
nated for 10 Academy Awards, 
contains a phrase about a sexua 
action that would not have beer 
found in pictures even 5 years 
ago.” 

Ellis agreed and stated that 
television has not helped the 
cause but, instead, bans true 
sex discussion. He condemned 
the daytime soap operas for 
promulgating the myth that a 
person have only one home and 
one love in his life. 

“This idea is nonsense,’’ he 
stated. 

Ellis, who seemed to be the 
target of most of the question- 
ing, explained that extra marital 
sex can be stimulating and re- 
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warding to both parties involved 
as well as their mates, 

He said that more and more 
couples are using it as a cure 
for their own sex problems and 
in many cases it results in a 
happier, more successful mar- 


riage. 

Speaking as a psychotherapist 
Ellis felt that this form of therapy 
would keep more patients off of 
his couch and allow them to spend 
more time on their own couciies. 

The outspoken Ellis also feels 
— prostitution should be legal- 

ed, 

‘*There is no reason make it 
illegal,’’ he said. ‘‘Smoking is a 
much worse vice and besides, 
prostitution has never caused 
cancer of the throat.’”’

the world today. 

Narrated by Sander Vanocur, 
the l-hour documentary, shown 
in the Sacramento area as part 
of Public Affairs Weeks ‘The 
Sexua! Revolution 1968’ investi- 
gated the significance and pos- 
sibic consequences of a move- 
ment that seems to be leading 
to mass individual gratification, 
threatening society itself, 


The pre-occupation said the 
film, is most vividly expressed 
in the area of sexial activity, 
where the ‘conventional moral- 
ity” is being threatened by ad- 
vocates of the pleasure move- 
ment on almost every front. Drug 
use as a means of deriving per- 
sonal pleasure is also becoming 
prominent, 

This segment included a neon-

The film tnen crossed to Eng-

suit of pleasure was that more 
and more of the middle and lower 
classes have more money to 
spend. The film explained that 
they are spending it ongratifying 
their desires for pleasure in what 
amounted to defiance of conven- 
tional morality. 

Indicative of this was that 
clothes, long the significant mark 
of class and sex, were crossing 
both these lines, tending to pro- 
duce a ‘‘uni-sex’”’ and a ‘‘uni- 
society”’ based on the individual. 

The final segment of the docu- 
mentary focused on the problems 
imposed on society by this drive 
for self-gratification, How far, it 
was asked, could society allow 
the pursuit of pleasure to go and 
still maintain cohesion? Where 
would soceity end and anarchy 
begin? 

On this point, a panel made 
up of Vanocur, Hefner, William 
F Buckley, Jr. and Dr. Cox, head 
of the Yale Divinity School, could 
come to no concrete conclusions. 

Perhaps it was suggested, this 
very uncertainty was the reason 
for the intensity of the drive for 
satisfaction that seems to be 
threatening the foundations of 
conventional society.

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State College Presidents Pass 
Anti- Draft, Tuition Resolutions 


Resolutions on graduate stu- 
dent deferments, proposed tui-. 
tion, and other issues affecting 
students were passed on the SSC 
campus this weekend by the Cali- 
fornia State College Student 
President’s Association as it held 
its quarterly conference 

The Association’s draft reso- 
lution opposes the elimination of 
graduate deferments as called for 
in the most recent policy signed 
by the President and the Director 
of the Selective Service. 


Copies of the resolution will 
be sent to the President of the 
United States, the Director of 
the Selective Service, the State 
College Board of Trustees, the 
Statewide Academic Senate, the 
Chairman of the National Security 
Council and the major wire serv- 
ices, 

The tuition resolution reaf- 
firmed CSCSPA’s anti-tuition 
stand of a year ago. According 
to the resolution, CSCSPA is 
‘“‘unalterably opposed to any form 
of tuition or any charges which 
violate the philosophy of free 
public higher education in the 
State of California at the univer- 
sities, state colleges, and com- 
munity colleges.”’ 


The resolution further pledges 
the students of the state colleges 
to an intensive program of action 
directed to the citizens of Cali- 
fornia and to state legislators 
to insure that tuition-free educa- 
tion is maintained. 

Another resolution adopted 
expresses CSCSPA;s opposition 
to any and all political interfer- 
ence regarding the status of stu- 
dent body membership fees. 

The statement pledges CS- 
CSPA’s unqualified support to the 
policy of complete autonomy in- 
herent in the respective individ- 
ual student associations of the 18 
State College campuses in ad- 
ministering monies collected by 
the college under the category
